Andover’s educational hierarchy, 
there is currently strong support for giving 
teachers more planning time before school 
begins each year. * 

“Clearly the two days of preparations, 
those days don’t give us much time to be 
with the teachers,” says Dick Neal, superin- 
tendent, who wholeheartedly backs the con-

cept of more planning time. 

“Tt’s a wonderful idea. Clearly the teachers 
would be very supportive of it. The bottom 
line is the cost,” says Tom Meyers, teachers 
union president. “(But) there’s a formula in

wheel.

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Getting to know 
labor relations laws 


Bill Dalton, former selectman 
and town moderator, is publish- 
ing a book titled A Practical 
Guide to State and Municipal 
Labor Relations, a guidebook 
designed to clarify the laws and 

— rules regard- 
ing public 
| sector labor 
1 relations for 
the 400,000 
state, munic- 
ipal and 
county man- 
fj agers and 
employees. 

Mr. Dal- 
ton has been 
commission- 
er of the 
state Labor 
Relations Commission for five 
years and was appointed by Gov. 
Weld. The commission adjudi- 
cates public sector labor prob- 
lems and handles about 750 cases 
a year. Mr. Dalton says that 
many of the cases arise simply 
because the parties don’t under- 
stand the rules. 

“There are 23 volumes of cases 
containing many critical prece- 
dents, and my book has distilled 
this down into a summary that 
non-lawyers can understand,” he 
said. “Up to now it’s been like 
playing football without knowing 
the rules. Now we have an easy- 
to-understand rule book. 

“The Donahue Institute, 
which is publishing the book, has 
worked hard to keep the book 
affordable and it will be priced at 
less than $10. I’d like to think 
that every public sector manager 
and employee will have one 
available for ready reference. 
The people who have reviewed it 
say that it’s right on the mark 
and will solve a lot of potential 
labor problems in the public sec- 
tor,” said Mr. Dalton. 

The book is available through 
the Donahue Institute, Universi- 
ty of Massachusetts, Middlesex 
House, Amherst, Mass. 01003. 

Mr. Dalton was town modera- 
tor from 1973 to 1978 and a select- 
man from 1982 to 1988. He lives in 
North Andover with his wife, 
Carolyn, who did the illustra- 
tions for the book.

Ms. McGettrick’s time of 2 
hours 55 minutes was also good 
for top New England woman, 8th 
United States woman finisher 
and 33rd woman overall. It was 
Ms. McGettrick’s fourth 
marathon and her first Boston. 

While she was “happy with all 
the statistics,” Ms. McGettrick 
said she was shooting for a 2:47 
or 2:48 finish time. Her personal 
best is a 2:53. 

“The day wasn’t there for me,” 
she said this week. It was too 
warm and too windy. “You had to 
fight the head wind all the way.” 

Ms. McGettrick has completed 
the Marine Corps Marathon in 
Washington, D.C., Twin Cities 
Marathon in Minnesota and 
Columbus Ohio Marathon. While 
Boston was more difficult than 
those others, she said, it also had 
benefits. 

“T’ve never had, from mile one 
to mile 26.2, that people lined the 
course the whole way.” Her 
entire family, college roommates 
and loads of friends cheered her 
on, along with many others. Her 
name and running number, F36, 
were listed among runners to 
watch in The Boston Globe race 
morning, so people she didn’t 
even know were yelling her 
name. At first she thought “Wow. 
I know a lot of people,” Ms. 
McGettrick’ said. Then she saw 
the newspapers in their hands. 

Ms. McGettrick said she 
trained four months on the 
course, running 7-minute miles. 
She thought she was ready. But 
she didn’t heed the warnings 
about the hills. Along with the 
weather and a race pace of 6:20- 
to 6:25-minute miles, the -early 


hills took a toll by the time she reached the 
uphills of Newton. “It beat me up more than 
I thought it would.” 

Ms. McGettrick may run Boston again 
next year, “but my ultimate goal is to qualify 
for the Olympics trials,” she said. 

Boston is not the easiest course, a fall 
marathon is easier to train for, and it is pos- 
sible that a fall 1998 marathon would be eligi- 
ble for the trials. She would need to run 
under a 2:50 marathon to qualify for the 2000 


Olympics. “So it might not make sense for 
me to run (Boston) next year.” 

Ms. McGettrick’s sister, Tracey Meech, of 
Fleming Avenue, said a local cheering squad 
would try to attend yesterday’s award cere- 
mony in Boston. Cheryl Scammell, a teacher 
at West Elementary School, was already 
scheduled to take her second grade class into 
Boston Wednesday for the Make Way for

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that’s receiving new-found attention. 

“I'm one of those people who thinks good 
professional development time is critical for 
us as educators,” says Ellen Parker, High 
School principal. “I equate it to research and 
development in industry.” 

“If there is a major theme we need to be 
focusing on, it is preparation,” says Mr. 
Birnbach. “It’s very naive for us to think we 
can successfully navigate through these 
challenging changes with just a two-day 
preparation period before the school year.” 

Mr. Birnbach suggests hiring 100 teachers 
who volunteer to spend four weeks during 
the summer revising the curriculum. Ms. 
Parker thinks two days immediately before 
the first day of school, two days during the 
school year, and some more time during the 
summer would do the trick. 

She says the time could be used to take a 
look at how successful the current teaching 
practices are and to make sure classes are 
requiring reading and writing across the 
curriculum. Stronger links could be estab- 
lished between different classes, such as 
math and science, so that students under- 
stand how what they’re learning will be use- 
ful to them in the real world, she says. 

Teachers could also use the time to 
improve teaming at the middle schools and 
connect teachers in the same field to talk 


ABC prepares 
for its 30th 


anniversary 


Andover ABC (A Better Chance), the old- 
est public school ABC program in the coun- 
try, will celebrate its 30th anniversary 
Memorial Day weekend, May 24-26. A Better 
Chance Inc. is a national non-profit organi- 
zation that identifies, recruits and refers 
qualified, highly-motivated minority stu- 
dents to outstanding public and private sec- 
ondary schools. June’s graduation will raise 
the number of young men and women who 
have graduated from the Andover ABC from 
100 to 102. 

ABC began as a program to recruit under- 
privileged teen-age boys to attend New Eng- 
land private preparatory high schools. By 
1964, the Independent Secondary Talent 
Search Program could only accept a fraction 
of the boys who applied each year. As a 
result, the board of directors decided to 
develop a public school version of the pro- 


The Andover program, which opened in 
September 1967, was the first program to 
begin and continue operation with the full 
backing of the town, School Committee and 
High School principal. Financial support 
came from a three-year $60,000 grant from 
the Rockefeller Foundation and a commit- 
ment for the Andover ABC Committee to 
raise $10,000 annually. The committee con- 
verted a house into a dormitory, hired resi- 
dent directors and tutors, implemented a 
process of selecting students and recruited 
host families for the students. Today’s annu- 
al operating budget exceeds $60,000 and is all

We were advised of this over the last 
two days,” said William Nicholson, president 
of Congress Construction, one-half of Stone- 
Congress. 

“We believe in alternative dispute resolu- 
tion. We believe in solving problems. We just 


don’t believe Andover High 
School’s problems are going 
to be solved without people 
coming to the table. We 
think this is very bad for 
Andover High School,” he 
said. 

Earl R. Flansburgh + 
Associates designed the 
project that may now cost 
taxpayers more than $29.5 
million. Stone-Congress is 
suing the architect and the 
town, saying the architect’s 

__.} design is incomplete and 
inaccurate and the town has not done 
enough to correct the problem. 

On deadline Wednesday, David Croteau, 
architect, could not be reached for comment 
regarding his firm’s attitude toward media- 
tion. 


Although the architect may 
not take part, Mr. Nicholson said 
Stone-Congress would still par- 
ticipate in one-on-one mediation 
with the town if Andover offi- 
cials are willing to do so. 

“We believe that’s totally 
within the control of the town. 
We are prepared to mediate 
and/or negotiate with the town 
of Andover when they get them- 
selves organized to do it,” said 
Mr. Nicholson. 


“Mediation will be successful 
if the town has the authority and 
the resources” to solve the prob- 
lems, he said. “Stone-Congress 
will have at the table both 
authority and resources to 
resolve the dispute.”

sentenced in January fire

Three 14-year-old boys, all first-year 
students at Andover High School, were 
sentenced Monday to one year of com- 
munity service for setting a fire at the 
school Friday, Jan. 31. 

The fire occurred the same day the 
school was evacuated and closed in the 
morning after septic fumes vented into 
the building. At about 4 p.m., the boys 
allegedly used a butane cigarette 
lighter and a pressurized can of 
flammable disinfectant, using the ignit- 
ed spray as a torch, to set fire to a plas- 
tic ceiling light in a second-floor bath- 
room. 

The damage was contained to the 
light fixture, according to Andover 
Deputy Fire Chief Robert Boush. 

Deputy Boush and state trooper 
Stephen O’Connor, of the state fire mar- 
shal’s office, investigated the incident 
as arson and came up with the boys’ 


names “through various leads,” accord- 
ing to Deputy Boush. 

The three were each charged with 
destruction to a building and destruc 
tion of real property. Deputy Boush 
said the Essex County district attor- 
ney’s office opted not to go with an 
arson charge because that would have 
been a felony, which would have meant 
a long drawn out court case and likely 
would have ended in probation, since 
all three are first- time offenders. 

Instead, the boys will serve one year 
in the juvenile diversion program, per- 
forming community service. They will 
also be assigned to attend a state juve- 
nile fire starter program through the 
Lawrence District Court. Lastly, their 
cases will be reviewed in six months. 

Deputy Boush said he was satisfied 
with the disposition.

“Wisdom teeth” are the third molars which emerge as a 
set of four permanent teeth behind the upper and lower 12- 
year molars. They byte break through the gums 
between ages 17 and 21. Many dentists recommend they 
be extracted when they run into such problems as 
becoming impacted against adjoining molars or tightly 
bound (ankylosed) to the underlying bone. When extraction 
is planned, it is advisable to have nonsteroidal anti- 
inflammatory drugs (NSAIDs), such as ibuprofen, on hand. 
The reasoning behind this recommendation is that 
researchers have found that NSAIDs reduce the swelling 
associated with this type of oral surgery, as well as help 
patients heal faster. In some cases, NSAIDs are given 
before surgery so that their bodies can better prepare to 
handle the swelling.

used to maintain the fields,” he said. 

More youth groups, which pay less 
than others, are now using the fields, 
and that may be taking maintenance 
money away from the fields. It’s a bit of 
a Catch-22 for the town. The town 
wants to encourage more use by 
youths, yet they pay less than corpo- 
rate groups for field rentals. 

“Companies such as Raytheon and 
Gillette call for fields, but I don’t have a 
field for them,” Lisa Wilson, facilities 
coordinator for the town’s fields, said 
last week. 
Maintenance lacking 

The Andover Little League signed 
an agreement with the town in 1992 
giving them sole control of the two 
Chandler Road baseball fields. In 
exchange, they provide all the mainte- 
nance and upkeep of those fields. Since 
then, Little League has installed lights 
at one of the fields at a cost of $30,000, a 
sprinkler system so the grass stays 
green all summer long and two batting 
cages. They also recently installed elec- 
tronic scoreboards donated by Pepsi of 
Methuen. 


But Little League also paid the town 
$3,700 last year for rental of baseball 
fields at the schools, since the 1,100- 
plus kids in the league need more 
space. Yet when they went to play at 
West Elementary this year, they had to 
install a used pitching rubber and 
home plate of their own because it was 
in better shape than what was there. 
And when they went to the new base- 
pall field at South School, they had to 
puy and install a new pitching rubber 
and a home plate there because none 
had been installed when the field was 
puilt during the recent construction at 
that school. That was a cost cut from 
the project, Mr. Witman said. 

“This is stuff the town should be 
doing,” Mr. Witman said. 

The Little League has programs in 
the spring, summer and fall, but main- 
tenance on at least the High School 
fields stops as soon as the High School 
baseball season is over, he said. Little 
League has installed construction box- 
eS at several schools to keep rakes and 
other maintenance equipment along 
with baseball gear. 

On the brighter side, the new field at 


Sanborn School “‘is fine,” Mr. Witman 
said. 

The priority of a field makes the dif- 
ference in its condition, according to 
Mr. Bamford. Lovely Field at Andover 
High is a high-priority field since it’s 
used a lot, especially in the fall. That’s 
when it hosts 45 games including foot- 
ball, field hockey and soccer, scrim- 
mages and band competitions. “But I 
think it’s in pretty good shape,” Mr. 
Bamford said. 

“They get mowed. Those that we do 
water get water,” he said of the fields in 
general. “We could aerate, topdress 
more. And everyone of them could use 
an easier, a lighter schedule.” 

“It’s hard to say” what field is in the 
best shape, Mr. Bamford said. “Consid- 
ering the use it gets, I’d still say Lovely 
Field. The flip side of that is the foot- 
ball field at Doherty Middle School.” 

Normally in the spring, there is no 
schedule for the Doherty football field. 
But this year youth lacrosse is using it, 
“so it’s pretty beat up,” he said. 

The South School soccer field that 
was vandalized last spring was used 
last fall, but is being rested this spring. 
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The vandalism that plagued the fields 
last year, especially at South, has sub- 
sided this year. 

“Vandalism has been to the point 
where you wouldn’t even want to men- 
tion it. It’s been pretty quiet,” Mr. Bam- 
ford said. 

Use is up, fees may be, too 

The newly formed lacrosse teams 
are only one instance of the increased 
use of Andover’s athletic fields. The 
DCS Recreational Softball League 
plays five nights a week from April 
through August, using a field behind 
Doherty Middle School and the field at 
Recreation Park. Most of the Rec 
League’s games are played at Rec Park 
since that field has lights and games 
can go until 10 or 10:30 p.m. 

Little League plays seven days a 
week with programs in the spring, 
summer and fall, so the Chandler Road 
fields are always tied up. Andover girls 
softball and American Legion baseball 
are among groups that have contracted 
to use the new fields at Andover High 
and West Middle School, according to 
Ms. Wilson.

Selectmen, and Finance Committee 
last Wednesday that he believes the 
town will approve reinstating these 
items if all three boards are in favor. 
But not everyone was so confident. 

“Jim, I don’t think you’re in touch. I 
think the worst thing we could do is go 
back to this town and say we need 
$636,000 to finish this school,” said 
Selectman Jerry Silverman. “I can 
guarantee the mood of this town - 
unless you can pull off something we 
pulled off the first night (of 1997 Town 
Meeting), and I don’t think we can do 
that again - the mood of this town is 
‘No.’ ” 

Where money will go 

Although the building committee 
estimates it needs $636,000 to finish the 
High School building, it would have 
needed even more if the architect had 
not agreed to pay $105,000 for smoke 
detectors it left out of its design. 

The project is already in a $90,000 
hole and the building committee pro- 
jects it will need another $540,000 for 
more changes to the architect’s design, 
$96,800 for Mead Consulting’s project 
management, and $15,000 for a safety 
observer. (Add up those figures and 
subtract the architect’s credit and you 
arrive at $636,800.) 

The building committee estimates it 
will need $540,000 for its contingency 
fund because the contractor has just 
$1.8 million worth of work to finish. 

The contingency fund pays for 
changes to the architect’s original 
design, ideally to handle only unex- 
pected and unforeseeable problems. 
The building committee says it will 
need 30 percent of $1.8 million for its 
contingency fund. In other words, for 
every dollar the architect planned to 
spend, the building committee now 
believes the town will really have to 
spend $1.30 to get the job done proper- 
ly. 

As Jim Hurley, athletics program 
coordinator, noted at the meeting, this 
30 percent request marks a huge rise in 
the project’s contingency budget. 

After all, the town carried only a 7 
percent contingency number when the 
project began, and said it made a mis- 
take and should have asked for a 12 
percent contingency figure when it 
asked for $2.43 million extra in April, 
1996. Now the building committee 
wants a 30 percent contingency figure 
for the remainder of the project. 

“It looks like a high figure, but histo- 
ry shows that might be a prudent 
amount to carry,” said Mr. Marsh. 

In fact, recent history shows that 
while the contractor has been renovat- 


ing the existing building, for every dol- : 


lar the architect said would be spent, 
the contractor actually had to do $1.45 
worth of work. 

“We did 45 percent more work to 
make the space occupiable over the 
past six months,” Mr. Marsh told other 
officials at the May 7 meeting. 

“So there are a lot of changes com-

= Workers already know of several 
errors in the remaining phases of the 
project that will have to be corrected 
with the $540,000. But Mr. Marsh and 
Town Manager Buzz Stapczynski both 
said this week they did not know how 
much of the $540,000 is already slated to 
fix known problems. 
“T think the bottom line is that we 
want to have these available funds to 
make sure that the project does get fin- 
ished,” said Mr. Marsh. 
Why “delays” were chosen 
Mr. Stapezynski said the town 
selected the track and other items for 
delay because it can get $1 back for 
every $1 the town expected to spend. 
If the town had tried to cut items 
within the contract of Stone-Congress, 
the contractor, town officials do not 
believe they would get back $1 for $1 
worth of work. 

“It’s been our position that (other 
cuts) are not wise directions because 
when you get a credit back from the 
contractor you get a nickel back on the 
dollar,” said Mr. Marsh. “And when 
you go to put it back at a future date, 
you’re going to pay $1.50.” 

But the idea did not immediately sit 
well with officials at the May 7 meet- 
ing. 

“The problem with (the suggested 
cuts) is some of them are the same 
items we told people we’d put back in,” 
when they voted last year, said Dick 
Neal, superintendent of schools. 
“That’s a hard thing for the town to 
accept.” 

The various committees are expect- 
ed to discuss the project at their next 
meetings and school employees will try 
to find furniture and technology 
requests they can do without for anoth- 
er year. 

Mr. Stapczynski said his bond coun- 
sel informed him the town can legally 
cut the track, window, furniture and 
technology items from the budget. 

“The monies that were voted for 
were the monies. It was not to do the 
track,” and other items, Mr. Marsh 
said in an interview this week. “There 
was no scope to be defined.” 

Although residents were told that 
some of the $2.4 million would go to 
rebuild the track, for instance, track 
work was never specifically mentioned 
in the actual motion at Town Meeting.

User fees for the ball fields have 
been the same since 1991, although a 
proposal to raise them approximately 
10 percent is in the works.

[Mr. Hurley called 
at deadline, too late to be included in 
this story. The Townsman will publish 
Mr. Hurley’s comments on the fields in 
next week’s paper.] Bypassing Mr. Hur- 
ley’s answering machine by going 
through the superintendent’s secretary 
twice got a caller to Maureen Morrison, 
Mr. Hurley’s secretary. But Ms. Morri- 

son cannot disseminate information 
about the fields or their rental, she 
said. Only Mr. Hurley can. Bernie Tut- 
tle, schools business manager, had the 
same response. 
Revenues are down 

Revenues from field rentals are 
down for a variety of reasons, accord- 
ing to Ms. Wilson. 

Gross revenues from field rentals for 
fiscal 1996 was just $4,950 (with $3,780 
outstanding in uncollected funds). That 
was down from $17,204 the previous 
year. Numbers are not yet available for 
this year.

$105,000 to install smoke detectors it 
did not include in its design for the 
state-reimbursed building. 

“It was one of the items that was not 
on the drawings and perhaps should 
have been,” Jim Marsh, building com- 
mittee chairman, said at last Wednes- 
day’s meeting with representatives 
from the School Committee, the 
Finance Committee and the Board of 
Selectmen. 

Asked this week if Wednesday’s 
meeting was an acknowledgement by 
the town that the architect has omitted 
items from the plan, some officials 
shied away from answering. Andover 
and the architect are being sued by the 
contractor, which claims the plans are 
incomplete, and Andover has not done 
enough to correct the problem. 

“I’d just as soon not get into com- 
menting on that right now,” said Town 
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Andover doesn’t have enough playing fields

commitment to provide space to youth 
sports, which pay a smaller fee than 
adult sports or corporations,” Ms. Wil- 
son said. “That and what has happened 
to our gymnasiums as well.” 

Youth sports pay $4 for a field, 
where corporations pay $30 to $100. 

Winter basketball in school gymna- 
siums has in the past been good for 
rental income, but with the town’s com- 
mitment to accommodate the growing 
enrollment in youth basketball, 99 per- 
cent of the 6-8 p.m. time slot is taken by 
youth leagues rather than renting to 
adult and corporate leagues, Ms. Wil- 
son said. Those leagues are being 
pushed to the 8-10 p.m. time slot and 
are opting to go out of town instead. 

A similar situation is occurring with 
baseball fields this spring. 


Manager Buzz Stapczynski. “I want to 
get the job done. Period.” 

Both he and Mr. Marsh said they did 
not know if Flansburgh would pay for 
any other items it left out of its design. 

“We need to sit with Flansburgh as 
we need to sit with the contractor and 
negotiate what we think the parties are 
entitled to,” said Mr. Marsh.

Another factor contributing to the 
low revenues was the High School 
fields being off line in fFiscal 1996. And 
now that those fields are under Mr.

Dog waste is an issue 

Dog waste is a messy issue with 
Andover’s athletic fields. 

“Oh. Yes it is,” said Ms. Wilson. 

The Lower Shawsheen soccer field 
has received the most complaints this 
spring, she said. The Townsman 
received a letter from a Balmoral Street 
resident in February saying that field 
looked “like an open sewer.” 

“These people who do not pick up 
after their dogs’ waste should be 


their end of it, too,” said Mr. Hurley, 
who worked with the architect on parts 
of its design, after the project started. 
“T would say that they need to be a part- 
ner in that too, big time.” 

David Birnbach, School Committee 
member, suggested the architects and 
Mead Consulting, the town’s project 
manager, should consider working “at 
cost” for the rest of the project. 


30th month of the project 

As the High School project 
approaches its 30th month, the town is 
set to pay Mead an extra $96,800 for its 
work from now until November, when 
the contractor says the project should 
end. 

The town will also pay Jack Calnan 
$15,000 or $750 per week to serve as a 
safety observer at the site. These fig- 


ures are part of the extra $636,800 the _ 


town said it needs to finish the job. 
“The safety observer is someone 


ashamed of themselves,” the letter 
writer said. She asked not to be identi- 
fied because she feared retribution 
from the violating dog walkers. 

“It’s more of a problem for the users 
of the field than it is for the quality of 
the grass,” Mr. Bamford said. “It 
doesn’t help with it any. The crux of 
the problem is children use these fields 
and this stuff is disgusting.” 

Senior Center cost 

If a new Senior Center is built 
behind Doherty Middle School, as cur- 
rently proposed, it would cost the town 
one softball/baseball field, the one clos- 
est to the Stowe Court elder housing 
complex. 

“What we're going to be losing is a 
full-size adult field if this one goes,” 
said Ms. Wilson. 

“You’d lose the softball field in the 
spring and” a portion of a soccer and 
field hockey field that uses part of that 
outfield in the fall, said Mr. Bamford. 

In spring, that field is used by 
Andover Little League and the Depart- 
ment of Community Services recre- 
ational softball league. It has been used 

in the fall for Andover High’s field 
hockey and junior football practice, but 
Ms. Wilson was not sure if that would 
still be the case with the Shawsheen 
Road fields back in use this year. 


Phillips is not looking for rentals 

Phillips Academy has several town 
groups that currently use its facilities, 
but it’s not looking to add any more 
user-groups, according to Sharon Brit- 
ton, PA’s director of public informa- 
tion. 

The Andover Soccer Association 
uses PA’S fields at no cost for practices 
and games. The Andover Little League 
and Andover High baseball teams have 
in the past used The Cage at PA for bat- 
ting practice, but should not need that 
facility anymore now that the new field 
house is in use at Andover High, Ms. 
Britton said.

Planning 
is crucial for 
our schools 


Try running a business without 

planning and you'll see a business 
rapidly going down hill. At times, it’s 
tempting to skip planning, especially 
as you gain experience and think you 
know how to accomplish your goals. 
Planning takes time. And time costs. 
- Planning also sparks creativity, 
lights up burned-out workers. And it 
prepares the way for a business well 
run. 


Andover’s public school teachers, 
apparently, take the two days before 
school opens to do their planning. 
Now we’ve always thought those two 
days were for completing room 
arrangements and polishing off plans 
that have been discussed and sharp- 
ened over several previous months. 
But that, apparently, is not the case. 

Andover High School Principal 
Ellen Parker said it well: “I equate 
(planning) to research and develop- 
ment in industry.” Exactly. 

Later, Ms. Parker said, “If I could 
have anything it would be curricu- 
lum development time over the sum- 
mer.” 

Tom Meyers, head of the teachers 
union, says “it’s a wonderful idea,” 
and he knows that teachers would be 
supportive of it. Superintendent Dick 
eal backs the concept of more plan- 
ning time. 


The problem, of course, is funding 
planning time. We often assume it 
will take more money to pay teachers 
to spend extra time in planning. But 
the answer may be in setting priori- 
ties and not in spending more money. 

Now, we don’t know teachers’ and 
administrators’ schedules. We don’t 
know the schools budgets well 
enough to suggest something in the 
schools be replaced by planning. We 
know that the budgets are tight. 

But we do know that planning is 
crucial. So we back all the above- 
mentioned administrators, School 
Committee people and teachers who 
agree with the idea of spending more 
time planning for Andover’s schools.

In Andover, he got his first break in life

Anthony King says, “Andover is 
where I got my first break.” 

Dr. King, a cardiologist in Kala- 
mazoo, Michigan, was a member of 
the second ABC (A Better Chance) 
group of boys who came to live in 
Andover where 
they would get a 
better educa- 
tion, is the 
charge of the 
national organi- 
zation. 

Andover 
ABC, the oldest 
public-school 
ABC program 
in the country, 
is celebrating 
its 30th anniver- 
sary Memorial 
Day weekend, May 24-26. 

Dr. King is one of several from the 
first classes who will return to 
Andover to help celebrate ABC’s 
accomplishments. 

I talked with Dr. King this week 
by phone. 

“Motivation is what I received 
from ABC,” said Dr. King, who is 
African-American. 

“You felt like a big minority in 
Andover, but I could feel the town 
tried to make us comfortable, espe- 
cially those teachers at Andover

High School. 
They were awe- 
some.” 

Dr. King, who 
is 43 years old, 
was raised by 
his grandpar- 
ents in Wilson, 
North Carolina. 
His grandfather 
worked for the 
power plant and 
his grandmoth- 
er was a house- 
keeper. 

“We were a 
pretty poor fam- 
ily in a town 
where agricultural products and 
physical labor were the emphasis. I 
knew I didn’t want any part of that.” 

During Dr. King’s junior year at 
Darden High School in Wilson, his 
math teacher approached him and 
said if he did well that year and the 
next, “I may have a chance to leave 
Wilson and go somewhere else.” 

“That was very appealing to me. I 
gave it all I had,” Dr. King told me. 

He was accepted into the ABC pro- 
gram, and he chose to go to Andover 
High School. Today he remembers he 
could have chosen Phillips Academy, 
but he said. an all-boys’ school, as PA 
was in those days, was not appealing. 

“Tt really wash’t that hard to

adjust to being in Andover,” said Dr. 
King, who graduated from Andover 
High in 1971, having come as a 
junior. “We had some great house 
directors. And the host families 
helped a lot, giving you a sense of 
belonging. And there was a special 
camaraderie with the other people 
who lived in the ABC house. 

“Sure, you got homesick some- 
times.” 

He said he wasn’t really behind 
academically when he arrived in 
Andover. “The people they brought 
to that program were tops in the 
schools they came from,” he said. 

But he said at Andover High 
School it felt as if everyone in his 
class was a top student, so he was 
motivated to work harder. 

I asked Dr. King if it would be 
exaggerating to say that his having 
participated in the ABC program is 
the reason he’s a cardiologist today. 
“It’s not too dramatic to say that,” 
said Dr. King. “I never would have 


' gotten into Dartmouth (without 


doing the ABC program). From 
there, the sky was the limit. It never 
would have happened without ABC.” 

Dr. King went on to Dartmouth 
Medical School after Dartmouth 
undergraduate. After that, he spent 
three years at Harlem Hospital Cen-

He went 
from AHS to Bowdoin College, but he 
didn’t finish college. Still, he had some- 
thing very good to say about his experi- 
ence with ABC and Andover High. He 


had been going to Taylor High School 
in Virginia. I asked him how Andover 
High was for him, and Mr. White said, 
“It was different. In the south, the 
emphasis (at my high school) was on 
memorizing facts. At Andover, you 
were forced to think more.” 

Mr. White, also an African-Ameri- 
can, is a construction foreman in Bow- 
doinham, Maine, about 10 miles north 
of Augusta. He worked construction 
during a summer in college, and he has 
been in the same field ever since.

Carnell Cooper was at Andover 
High School with the ABC program for 
three years: 1970-’73. Today he’s a sur- 
geon and he’s on the faculty of the Uni- 
versity of Maryland Medical School. 
He went from AHS to Yale and he went 
to medical school at Duke and then 
back to Yale for his residency. Today 
he does general surgery and trauma 
surgery. 

“ABC was the best thing that ever 
happened to me,” said Dr. Cooper, who 


was raised in Dillon, S.C., by his great- 


grandmother, great-grandfather and 
grandmother. 

“We lived well below the poverty 
level in a very small town. My family 
were laborers. They plowed gardens 
and (a couple) worked in the laundro- 
mat. Prior to ABC, I had no clue what I 
was going to do. I had thought of being 
a fireman or a social worker. 

Dr. Cooper, an African-American, 
said being in Andover “was culture 
shock.” 

“I had no idea what being Jewish 
was. I didn’t know what being Irish 
meant. I lived in a very segregated 
town where at the train station there 
was still a white section and a black 
section. 

“School (at Andover High) was very 
difficult. The first week here I was 
walking home. I had gotten my first 
‘D.’ At home, I’d gotten all ‘A’s. I was in 
absolute tears. It was a big adjust- 
ment.” 

Dr. Cooper said being in Andover 
with ABC gave him a new attitude 
about life. He learned, “I could do this; 
I could function in an environment 


that was different from the one I was 
raised in. It taught me that I belonged, 
that I can be comfortable here. Once 
you get over that hurdle you can take ~ 
the next step forward. 

“I played three sports at Andover 
High. I learned, ‘You dudes put your 
underwear on the same way as I do.’ ” 

Even today for Dr. Cooper, “every 
step I go, I am one of a few. But being 
one of a few doesn’t mean you don’t 
belong there. 

“Teaching kids that you belong 
takes down barriers they no longer 
have to think about. 

“My grandparents had the same 
aspirations for their son to excel. But 
my grandparents taught me to be cau- 
tious because they wanted me to be™ 
safe. They taught me the safe way, a lit- 
tle more bashful, not aggressive. They 
were brought up in Jim Crow times.” 

Today, when Dr. Cooper goes home 
to be with his childhood friends, he 
adjusts a little bit. “I hang out, play a 
little basketball, baseball in the streets. 
Every time I go home, even now, I visit 
the same people.

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eating out has a long history 


When America was settled, 
the idea of “eating out” was 
alien. Most people took their 
meals at the family table. There 
were exceptions, of course. Inns 
and taverns answered the need 
_ of weary travelers and newly 
arrived settlers for lodging, food 
and drink. 

As at home, patrons sat down 
at the family table. If they were 
in luck, the proprietor was a 
genial host with a good farm 
attached to the tavern or inn, 
and a wife who could cook. In 
that case, the one-dish meal was 
most likely a delicious stew of 
meat and vegetables, served on 
clean linens and the patrons were 
invited to eat their fill. 

Dinner in a less hospitable estab- 
lishment could turn out to be the unap- 
petizing mixture of salt pork and 
turnip tops reported by one horrified 
traveler. The dining-out experience 
might include bedclothes that doubled 
as tablecloths, or a host who glowered 
at anyone foolish enough to ask for a 
second helping. 

As the country expanded westward, 
taverns and inns sprang up on major 
routes and in newly settled towns. 


Beer, cider and spirits flowed freely 
and a bawdy atmosphere prevailed. 
Food, almost an afterthought, was nor- 
mally served free to paying drinkers. 
As cities grew larger and more 
industrialized, more people had to eat 
lunch away from home. Lunchrooms 
became popular, especially in the 
South and Midwest. Horse drawn wag- 
ons took lunch to factory workers. In 
some, you could even eat inside. It was 
one small step from this innovation to 
the diner, one of the most enduring and 
beloved kinds of family restaurant.

Gradually, the idea that customers 
should be able to choose the type of 
food served, portion size and meal 
hours began to take hold. Eating places 
expanded their bill of fare and the cus- 
tom of giving away food to paying 
drinkers started to fade. Menus that 
were formerly scribbled on a chalk- 
board or called out by a “barker” were 
duplicated for individual distribution. 

A new form of service, “see-and- 
select” caught on in the early 1900s. 
The new eating places were dubbed 
cafeterias.

Nearing the end of the 20th 
century, restaurants have all the 
trappings of other businesses — 
varied products, computerized 
systems, supplier networks, 
sophisticated merchandising. 

Whether they belong to a 
chain or are independent estab- 
lishments, modern family 
restaurants serve a far more 
diverse clientele than early eat- 
ing places. They are committed 
to pleasing people of all ages, 
backgrounds and economic 
means.

personal way as the innkeepers and 
tavern owners of the past. 

In a few restaurants, the past and 
present merge.

The formula worked 
well — so well in fact, that the restau- 
rant remains open today.

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Guide for matching food | 
with the right wine 


The right wine can turn a 
good meal into a great dining 
experience. But how do you 
choose from among all those 
varieties? 

Here are some tips from 
one of the nation’s leading 
wine cellar masters, Craig 
Johnson, whose wine list 
at Different Pointe of View 
restaurant at The Pointe 
Hilton Resort at Tapatio 
Cliffs in 
Phoenix 
won the 
coveted 
Grand 
Award 
from Wine 
Spectator 
magazine for 
four consecu- 
tive years. 
The cellar 
master’s tips 
1. Match higher acid foods (tomatoes, cit- 
rus fruits, goat cheese) with higher acid 
wines (Sauvignon Blanc, Gamay Beaujo- 
lais, Pinot Noir). 

2. Richer and fattier foods (duck, lamb, 
beef, cheese) go well with either slightly 
oaky white wines, such as Chardonnay, 
or with young red wines, such as Caber- 
net Sauvignon or Zinfandel. 

3. Spicy, salty or smoked and more 
heavily seasoned dishes call for lighter, 
fruity, low-alcohol wines, such as 


Gewurztraminer, Johannisberg 
Riesling and Gamay Beaujolais. 

4. Pair foods with some sweet- 
ness (meat or poultry dishes with 
fruit sauces) with wines that offer 
some sweetness (such as Gewurz- 
tragminer, Johannisberg Riesling, 
or White Zinfandel). 

5. Generally, wines should 
follow at the table in a natural 
progression from dry to sweet. 
However, if a dish with some 
sweetness comes early in the 
meal, it is best to serve a sweet 
wine with it. 

6.Obvious opportuni- 
ties for food and wine 
pairing occur 
when a specific 
wine is used in 
the cooking 
process, 
y such as ina 
marinade or 
sauce. The table wine will tend to mirror 
the dish. 

7. Successful food and wine pairing is 
highly subjective and individualistic — 
more an experimental, dynamic art form 


than a science. Don’t be afraid to follow 


your own instincts. There are no rules. for 
right and wrong. 

8. Most importantly, the food should 
not overwhelm the wine any more than 
the wine should overpower the food. 
Together, they should be harmonious and 
complementary.

Whet your appetite for service 


When you eat in a restaurant, what 
does it take for you to give the wait- 
staff top rating? 

That’s the gist of a recent survey of 
500 adults who eat at table service 
restaurants regularly. The results can 
help you determine what to expect the 
next time you dine out, and help 
restaurants evaluate their staff. 

The SanPellegrino “What’s the Dish 
on Dining” Survey, conducted by the 
number one sparkling mineral water 
in restaurants, was designed to gauge 
America’s growing thirst for service 
when eating away from home. 

“Building an effective service staff 
is one of the greatest challenges in the 
restaurant industry today,” says 
William O’Donnell, SanPellegrino 
USA, president. “Good service can 
make or break the dining experience 
and can ultimately have a significant 
impact on the bottom line.” 


Among the survey’s findings: 

« Seventy percent of respondents 
say that next to food, attentive wait- 
staff is what contributes most to an 
enjoyable dining experience. 

*- Respondents want the food fresh, 
but not the waitstaff. A rude server 
was listed as the biggest dining turnoff 
by four in ten respondents. Eighteen 
percent said the biggest problem was 
having food spilled on them. Next 
came having food taken away too 
soon. Scraping leftovers off plates 


right there at the table was a definite 
no-no for ten percent of the diners sur- 
veyed. 

¢ Forty-four percent of those who 
have made reservations but are then 
made to wait expect some sort of 
accommodation, ranging from a free 
dessert, appetizer or beverage, to a 
better table. 

¢ Speed is of the essence. Ninety 
percent of diners expect to be asked 
for a beverage order within five min- 
utes of being seated. Sixty-eight per- 
cent say they’re willing to give 
between three and ten minutes to be 
served bread or crackers. Seventy-six 
percent expect to wait between three 
and ten minutes before ordering. 

¢ Six in ten diners say familiarity 
breeds “content,” believing that regu- 
lar customers receive better service 
than do first-time patrons. 

* Forty-two percent of restaurant 
customers in the south believe a com- 
pliment is likely to help a great deal in 
getting good service. Compare that to 
35 percent in the Midwest, 27 percent 
in the West and 24 percent in the 
Northeast. 

¢ What’s in a name? When asked if 
they thought waiters should introduce 
themselves or remain anonymous, 
seventy percent of Southern diners 
said they want to know their server’s 
name, compared to 67 percent in the 
Midwest, 64 percent in the West, and 
61 percent in the Northeast.
